ain’s reply to the French proposition 
on reduction of armaments, presented 
in Washington by Premier Briand, has 
come, not through Arthur James Bal- 
four in Washington, but through Lord 
Curzon, minister of foreign affairs, in 
an address delivered in London on 
Thanksgiving day. 

France must not isolate herself, 
Lord Curzon warned, in terms which 
did not veil his meaning to those who 
understood the language of diplomacy. 

“If France adopts an isolated-and 
individua] policy she will not injure 
Germany in the long run and naturally 
she will fail to protect herself,’ Lord 
Curzon said. “The real protection for 
France is neither the great valor and 
strength of her soldiers, nor the in- 
exhaustible spirit of her people. 
Neither is it the justice of her cause. 
The real protection of France is the 
fact that the conscience of the world 
and the combined physical forces of 
the world would not tolerate ‘hé re- 
appearance of a great but dangerous 
and perpetually menacing power in 
Europe. 

® To Reform Germany. 

“We shall convert Germany into a 
peaceful mémber of the international 
court of Europe only if the great pow- 
ers combing not merely to enforce the 
treaty of Versaille§ but also te make 
it clear that no policy of retaliation 
and revenge will be tolerated. Pro- 
vided that Germany shows sincerity 
and good gaith we shall assist her to 
play her part.” / 

Lerd Curzon said that the steps 
taken in Washington have marked a 
great forward strid® in the moral 
progress of mankind. 

“The sole guarantee of the recov- 
ery of world peace is not in the old 
idea of splendid isolations,of any in- 
dividual power,” he said, “but in har- 
monious co-operation of all the pow- 
ers. 

“It is no use reducing sea arma- 
ments if we still contemplate piling 
up and accumulating vast land arma- 
ments. ‘The example must be set not 
by any one nation nor even by two 
or three. It must be followed by all 
in proportion to their position and 
ability.” 

On Naval Phase. 

Lord Curzon again was apostrophis- 

ing the French armament program 


Avhen he turned to the naval phase of 


the questigg. It was plain that he 
referred to the French and to a less 
degree the Italian, insistence on sur- 
vival of the submarine when he said: 
“If we show that the greatést naval 


power in the world, dependent for its 
daily existence on 


seas, is willing to reduce its navy, let 
not other powers be permitted to build 
up-.other engines or instruments of 
attack either in the air or whder the 
sea which would render our sacrifice 
nugatory.”’ 

Lord Curzon’s address is the first 
official reaction of Great Britain to 
Briand’s speech in Washington. There 
is undisguised ofticial displeasure 
with the insistence of France that she 
be permitted to maintain, as the Brit- 
ish see the Briand program, her pres- 
ent strength of arms. This irrita- 
tion is translated into what may ac- 
tually be taken as a government warn- 
ing, voiced in Curzon’s address, in 
which he pointed out that Great Brit- 
ain regards it as futile to reduce her 
naval strength if France insists on 
amassing power on the land.
